THOMAS NEWELL, immigrant ancestor, was born in Hertfordshire, | 
England, and was one of the early settlers of Hartford, Connecticut, 
He was one of the original settlers also of Farmington, Connecticut 
in 1640, He joined the Farmington church, 7 Feb, 1652/3, and his wife 
Rebecca joined 12 July 1653. She was a niece of John Olmstead, he 
was on the list of freemen as early as Oct, 1669, and in 1672 on the 
protecters, He served on the preliminary committee that visited Mat- 
tatuck, to examine the land with a view of making a settlement there, 
and he signed a petition for "Liberty of planting of same", He signed 
the articles providing for the settlement, but did not go to the new 
town, He died 13 Sept, 1689, He left an estate of seven hundred 
pounds, then a large sum, His widow died 24 Feb, 1698,
